The sessions will 
last two days'and the object is to de- 
vise'ineans to bring labor and capital 
into close relations with a view of 
preventing strikes.

Prof. Felix Adler and "U.

Several labor representatives

the west reached here this morning. 
Senator Hanna who arrived here last 
night said this morning: "I am more 
than interested in this matter as the 
problem involved in the relation be- 
tween capital and labor is one of tho 
most important now awaiting solu- 
tion. This is the first time any serious 
effort on -broad lines has been made to 
bring capital and labor to an under-j 
standing calculated to prevent strikes. 
I have not come here as the advocate 
of any particular scheme. The plan 
tp_be adopted is a matter of discus- 
sion and deliberation.

St. Johns. Dec. if,.—Signor Marconi 


announced the most wonden'ut scion- 
tine discovery of modern times ih 
blttiiug ihai iii- nuil leteued t-ieclru. 
signals across the Atlantic- oi-ean from 
his station in Cornwall. England. Mar- 
coni's station in Cornwall is most 
powerful. Before he left England he 
arranged that tho electrician in charge 
of the station, which is located at 
Poldhu, should begin sending^sigiiaiB 
daily after a certain date. On two 
days the past week the tests were 
made. From a high bluff on the coast 
on this side Marconi elevated a. kite 
with an aerial wire. Signals sveie re- 
ceived from England. These signals 
consisted of repeating at intervals the I 
letter "S," which in Marconi's code is 
made by three dots or quick strokes. 


Mr. Marconi has made a further ex- 


planation of his transoceanic signals. 
He said he expected them to be 
stronger than they were. He attrib- 
utes their fainlness to mid-ocean wind 
currents and imperfections in his kite 
apparatus, lie expects better tests if 
the weather oj ules his balloon to 
ascend. Foggy conditions will give 
better signals than will clear atmos- 
phere. Mr. Marconi goes to dape 
Spear, there to select a site for the 
erection of a pole 200 feet high, which 
he is confident will give the most am- 
ple results possible under ttfe present 
conditions.

TARIFF FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Supreme court has decided in 


effect that the Philippine Islands are 
American territory, aud that under 
present 
conditions this government 


has no right to collect duties on im- 
portations therefrom. The court holds 
that the constitution and the laws ot 
the United States applied to the Phil- 
ippines the momenut the treaty was 
ratified; that the islands at once be- 
came a part of the United States. The 
case -upon which this- decision was 
rendered is known as the diamond 


- ring case. The government tried to 


impose a customs duty upon certain 
tiiamond rings which a soldier pur- 
chased at Manilla after the ratifica- 
tion 
of the 
treaty of peace and 


brought to this country. The soldier 
claimed the right to bring these rings 
tc the states free of duty on the 
ground 
that 
the 
Philippines 
are 


American territory, and it is unlaw- 
ful and unconstitutional to levy n. 
customs duty on articles carried from 
one locality to another in the coun- 
try.

court upholds in this case, as it did 
in one of the Porto Rican cases; but 
as we understood it this condition of 
freedom of trade exists only, so long 
as congress refrains from, imposing a 
tariff.

' of varying size, but the majority not 
iai-ger tha'n about two aud a half inches 
by two inches, while today those used 
| by gentlemen are two inches by one 
and a half inches and by ladies four 
inches by two and a half inches. There 
were many squaie ones used about 
1780 to 1790. One belonging to'an Uug- 
lish society leader of a century a^o 
dates from Uolle street, Cavoudi.<-h 
square, a spet associated with Lord 
Byron. Her husband's card is smaller 
and has«a sketch of the family home in 
one corner, which still remains in the 
possession of their collateral descend- 
ants. The notion is so good it deserves 
to be followed, for it would certainly 
add to the interest of the cards we 
leave to each other if they bore ihe 
semblance of our friends' homes as 


_ well as their names. 


j Another example shows that hibtoty 
repeats itself, for, although issued in 


I the eighteenth centurj, the lady was

Rockford, Ills., Dec. 16.—A head-end 


collision occurred on the Illinois Cen- 
tral near Perryville. Ills., between 
eastbound passenger train No. 4 and

:«:est.,~.Sut persons were killed. 11 in- 
jured and two are missing. A failure 
.to obey orders Is- said to have been 
the* cause of the accident. 


The trains met on a slight bend in 


the track, both running at full speed. 
The smoking, express and baggage 
cars were piled on tae locomotives, 
penning 4n the-, occupants of the 
'smoker, which took fire. Only three 
of the half dozen indhat car escaped. 
The others, if not instantly killed, 
^ere roasted to death, and their bod- 
lfe?.®aiSng' with" .'those of the engine 
crews, were consumed. All efforts of 
the survivors to rea'ffh the victims 
were unavailing. The flames drove 
them back at- every point. 


The temperature was 20 degrees be- 


low zero and an ley wind was blowing 
across the prairiest',the point where 
the wreck occurred .being in a shallow 
cut, affording no protection. The in- 
jured were without hats and wraps 
and suffered terribly. JBy the united 
efforts of the survivors one car was 
pushed back from the wreckage to 
escape the flames and the wounded 
were placed on the bunks inside. Two 
hours elapsed before any relief was 
at hand. Then an engine arrived and 
pulled the way car to Irene, three 
miles distant.

Heavy Rains Melt tbe Snows In tbe 


Mountalus and Make Raging Seas 
of Rivers and Creeks—Towns Inun- 
dated, Railway* Blacked and Valu- 
able Property Destroyed. 
Philadelphia, Dec. 16.—A stoTn 


Which, for severity and destructive- 
ness, has not been equalled in this 
section for 25 years, visited eastern 
and central Pennsylvania, causing al- 
most unprecedented damage and re- 
sulting in the loss of at least four 
human lives. The havoc in the coal 
regions is enormous and the loss to 
railroad and mining companies will 
amount to millions of dollars. The 
Schuylkill, Lehigh, Susquehanna and 
Juniata rivers have risen as high as 
15 feet above their levels, and all of 
their tributaries have overflowed, in- 
undating the surrounding country in 
more than..a dozen counties. 
Innu- 


merable washouts have occurred on 
the Pennsylvania, Philadelphia and 
Reading, Northern Central, Lehigh 
Valley, New Jersey Central and Lack- 
awanna railroads. Bridges were car- 
ried away and traffic is at a standstill. 


The force of water weakened the 


supports of a bridge spanning a creek 
near "Wililamsport, and as a result a 
freight train was wrecked and three 
men killed. At Oneida, near Hazleton. 
a miner was swept from a bridge and 
drowned. In the Schuylkill valley 48 
mines were flooded, and in the Lehigh 
and Lackawanna regions the destruc- i 
tion is equally great. Hundreds of 
mules were drowned in the collieries, 
and it will be weeks before many of 
the mines can resume operations.

the seconQ stories of dwellings, and 
the town of Westmore. near Wilkes- 
barre, is submerged. Many of the res- 
idents have left their homes in boats. 
Similar 
conditions exist along the 


Juniata river. 


- Havoc In New York. 


New York, Dec. 16.—Warm weather 


and rain, followed by high winds, have^ 
resulted in fearful damage all over 
New York state. The snows in the 
northern 
sections thawed 
rapidly, 


causing the rivers and creeks to rise 
and the valleys were inundated. Heavy 
rain followed during the night, accom- 
panied by winds of great velocity. 
Trains were blocked for many hours, 
landslides were frequent, and in the 
lowlands and valleys hundreds of 
dwellings were flooded, while the dam- 
age to farm lands and buildings is 
very great. Few lives so far- have 
been reported as lost. Corning reports 
that the Chemung 'and Canisteo val- 
leys have had the biggest flood since 
June 1892. The Chemung and Canis- 
teo rivers overflowed their banks, and 
for miles east and west the lowlands 
are flooded and great damage has been 
done. At Ithaca the damage is esti- 
mated at |200,000. The flood was the 
most 
disastrous 
experienced since 


1857. 
Reports of

washouts are coming in from over the 
affected area. The total damage will 
be enormous.

Tracks Submerged. 


Bedford, Pa., Dec. 16.—-One of the 


heaviest wind and rain storms in its 
history visited Bedford. The rain fell 
in torrents and a fierce gale shook 
the buildings. The Raystown branch 
reached its highest point since the 
Johnstown flood. It overflowed the 
tracks of the Bedford division, Penn- 
sylvania railroad, flooded one or two 
houses in the western end of town 
and rushed through the power house 
of the Bedford Electric Light, Heat 
and Power company, doing consider- 
able damage. 
A. train was delayed 


nearly- two hours hy a landslide near 
Saxton. The trestle at Lybarger's 
farm was washed away. 


Prttsburg-'s Rivers' Rising. 


P.ittsburg, Dec. 16. — Pittsburgh 


three rivers have passed the danger 
line and are still rising, with reports 
froni the headwaters of the Mononga- 
hela and Allegheny rivers stating that 
both streams were still rising. Con- 
siderable damage will result from the 
unexpected' rise and inability of ship- 
pers and river men to tie craft secure- 
ly before the crest of the rise arrived. 
Seventy-five coal barges 'which were 
tied up at Brown's Landing, between 
Pittsburg and Davis Island dam, broke 
loose and were whirled away by the 
swift current. 


" Serious Damage. 


Easton, Pa., Dec. 16.—The freshet in 


the Delaware and Lehigh rivers has 
done serious damage all through this 
section. Railroad traffic is suspended 
and the water has risen to Front 
street in this city. Telegraph and tel- 
ephone communication is interrupted. 
The rivers are still-rising at the ra'te 
of a foot an hour. Thousands of dol- 
lars damage has already been done to 
the big industries at West Eaton. 


High Winds. 


i Lancaster, Pa., Dec. 16.—A rain and 
wind storm of great fury raged here. 
Many houses were unroofed, including 
Fulton's opera house, Hotel Lincoln, 
the Stevens House and St. Mary's 
Catholic church. 
Some streets were 


strewn with limbs torn from trees and 
bricks of dismantled chimneys. In the 
country the storm was not so severe, 
though at Columbia roofs were blown 
from a number of houses. 


Cold Wave Dissipated. 


Chicago, Dec. 16.—Reports 
from 


nearly every section of the west and 
northwest indicate that the backbone 
of the cold wave has been broken. 
Strong south winds prevail and the 
temperature is rising at all points.
